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Gay Politics 
Hits the Big Time |

When candidates come before gay political clubs reciting 
their “long-standing” commitment to gay rights, many seem 
quite genuinely startled to discover that this is no longer 
enough to gain the support of gay men and lesbians. 

It was enough 15 years ago. Perhaps even in 1970. But sup- 
port of equal rights and equal opportunity for gays and les- 
bians is now only a Starting point in the rough-and-tumble 
competition for endorsements in San Francisco. A pro-gay 
stance is the expected—the given—and evaluations proceed 


based on other political philosophies. 


The fact is that no serious political aspirant'in the city can 
be overtly anti-gay at the moment. Even Dan White, in the 
city’s most socially conservative area, had to retreat from his 
1977 campaign literature (‘‘| am not going to be forced out of 
San Francisco by splinter groups of radicals and social 
deviates”) by demurring that he was talking about ‘‘the 


criminal element.” 


We've seen only ane explicit public vote on the gay rights 
issue: the local 75-25% defeat in 1978 of a state initiative to 
ban gay employees in public schools. (Berkeley did bet- 
ter—with an 81% negative on Senator John Briggs.) 

Probably more important is the public perception that gay 
people who vote are a formidable bloc that swings elections. 

Time Magazine, the New York Times and CBS News (in its 
otherwise not so complimentary documentary) ali concluded 
the gay vote decided the 1979 mayoral race. So did defeated 
candidate Quentin Kopp: ‘“‘In the runoff for every vote | added,

New Orleans’ road show 


A two-woman travelling show highlight- 
ing feminist poetry and drama visits the bay 
area this month, to raise funds for the Fem- 
inist Writers’ Guild. 

Poet Andrea Canaan and writer/actress 
Kathy Kendall of New Orleans identify 
strongly as southern feminists, and speak 
from the isolation, oppression, and rich- 
hess of the black and white southern cul- 
tures. Their humor is as broad as it is Cut- 
ting, as they speak out with anger and af- 
fection about their struggles as artists and 
individuals in those cultures. 

Canaan—fired from her administrative 
job in Louisiana this year for disclosing 
that she’s a lesbian—reaches back through 
her poems to her childhood in the Magnolia 
Housing Project in New Orleans—an envi- 
ronment nurturing her development as a 
strong young radical in the turbulent south 
of the sixties. 

Kendall comes from mountain women of 
the south, poor whites, proud and upwardly 


mobile. Like so many of these women, she 
fell for the American dream, later to travel 
the route from suburban despair to radical 
feminism. On the way, she taped the oral 
histories of housewives, dykes, hookers 
and grandmothers. . .all with stories to tell. 

Kendall ‘now acts out those monologs, 
remaining true to those they reflect, and ac- 
quainting audiences with the personalities 
of fascinating, absorbing, sometimes fear- 
some but always understandable women 
characters. 

Kendall and Canaan perform Wednesday, 
November 19, at La Pena Cultural Center in 
Berkeley (3105 Shattuck Ave), joined by les- 
bian poet and writer Judy Grahn. Cost of 
the 8pm performance is $3.00.

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Exiled art finds November spotlight 


by M.J. Lallo 


Election night in San Francisco will see 
an added dimension this year. The first Les- 
bian and Gay Men's Cultural Festival 
begins as voter returns come in. 

It's more than coincidence that gay wo- 
mefi and men artists are gathering together 
under the title of “Mainstream Exiles” 
November 4, for a festival that will run 
through November 9. ‘‘We want to see gay 
culture getting stronger in the 80’s,”’ says 
organizer Tede Matthews. “The new right, 
with its access to media, is whipping up 
anti-gay hysteria; so it's time for us to 
muster, filibuster, and put our ideas and our 
culture into the straight world.” 

An amazing feature of the festival is the 
diversity of art and artists assembled for 
exhibition and performance—including 
third world artists, and a balance of men 
and women. (See accompanying schedule.) 
The fifty some artists represent every kind 
of background and community in San Fran- 
cisco, not to mention what we've all 
brought with us from the ‘“‘places’” we've 
fled from. : 

Tede, a poet, and Will Roscoe, a graphic 
artist, put together a collage of lesbian and 
gay culture that promises to be strong in its 
statement, deep in its hue of color and re- 
sounding in its laughter. 

This marks a time of coming together of 
both sexes. And Tede says; hopefully, “An 
understanding of sexism will come out of 
this.” 

Perhaps separatism has run its course. 
And there are drawbacks and advantages to 
working together. But this festival pulls 
sisterhood and brotherhood into an expres- 
sion of idéas we've all worked for. 

It’s been sad at times to attend the plays 
of women’s theater companies like Lilith 
and /t’s Just A Stage, and not to see any 
men in the crowd. As who else could learn 
the most from them? (& might give men a 
healthy respect for the talented women 
who write for, and act in, these ensembles.) 
Meanwhile, the Gay Theater Collective 
went ‘coed’ over a year ago and has 
demonstrated with :Contents Under 
Pressure how much a mixed cast can con- 
tribute to our mutual expression. 

There are of course many reasons to 
mount this kind of festival ijn San Fran- 
cisco. (After all, it just wouldn't go over in 
Casper, Wyoming.) Gay culture in this city 
is strong and protific—with gay theater 
groups, gay press, gay coffee houses, gay 
clubs, bars, and more. It seems a festival of 
gay culture should have been born years 
ago, along with the emergence of Gay 
Freedom Day. ; 

God knows | love the Gay Marching 
Band, Lesbian Chorus—even Sytvester— 
but they enjoy the position of performing 
popular art—non-offensive and, in 
Sylvester's case, commercial. Many artists 
addressing gay themes, can not show in 
galleries, either due to the subject matter 
of their work, or for lack of connections in 
the straight galleries. Curators recoil at 
female imagery stronger than the Mona 
Lisa and masculine bodies in sexual 
repose. And while gay women musicians* 
can play a few coffee houses and bars, they 
have trouble getting straight gigs because 
they don’t look like the “chic singers” at 
the Hyatt. (Moreover, it’s hard to do the 
top-40 paying gigs: who can stand to sing 
the sexist lyrics, let alone drum-out the AM 
beat.) 

Gay poets and authors have an even 
rougher time, since poetry hardly sells... 
no matter what the subject. When it’s gay 
material, the publisher knows it has even 

less chance of bringing in the bucks. And 
gay story lines in novels or films are deem: 
ed to work commercially, only if they have a

twist—like the girl goes straight or the boy 
joins the Cincinnati Reds. 

Many mainline art producers Say it’s our 
fault. We don't speak universally, but seek 
only to communicate with ourselves. 
What’s really true is that straight culture 
too often speaks universally about its dis- 
dain for us. They put us in ‘Soap’ for 
laughs, in books as.the “‘one”’ with the terri- 
ble secret, in S&M films to attest to our 
perversity. If straight culture wishes we 
were more universal, we wish they were 
more truthful. 

It was good to hear from Tede that Main- 
stream Exiles has attracted the interest of 
some straight press, including City Arts 
and the Bay Guardian. But by and large the 
straight presses evidenced little interest — 
especially the artsy ones. 

Tede hopes the festival will break even 
and anticipates a small surplus. Proceeds 
will be recycled to establish a network for

(Possibly 
hold one this summer, outside in the parks, 
or on the Russian River?) 

$2.50 admission may be selling the art- 
ists short. Since many counter-culture peo- 
ple have little to spend beyond basic needs, 
I'd suggest a sliding scale that would let 
the “haves” in our community contribute to 
their artistic sisters and brothers, by sup- 
porting a festival that can mark a turning 
point in gay culture, and the powerful ideas 
it has to express 

Though gay women and men artists may 
be Mainstream Exiles, let's hope we can 
mainline our culture into a unifying force.

Gay politics: straights woo coolly, but woo they do

Dianne added two, and most of them came 
from gay precincts. | lost 7-1 or 8-1 in many 
of them. That's after we'd been almost even 
in November.” 

Nevertheless, in much the same way that 
the medium is the message, the power of 
the gay vote and the acceptance of alter- 
native lifestyles in San Francisco may be 
more perception than reality. 


No gay leader is eager for any positive 
proposition to come before San Francisco 
voters. Charter Commissioner Frank Fitch 
notes, ‘There's no telling what a lot of San 
Franciscans would do in the privacy of the 
voting booth. Over the past few years we 
have been uppity in demanding our rights 
and intent on changing the city’s political 
structure. But more than uppity, we have 
succeeded. There are some people anxious 
to get back at us.” 

Supervisor Ella Hill Hutch, angered by ac- 
cusations in the gay press that she was de- 
laying permits for the Castro Street Fair, told 
this reporter: ‘Gay people had better watch 
out, or the same thing will happen here as in 
San Jose. there is a lot of resentment out 
there.”’ 

San Jose had just been the first city in the 
nation to test whether an area that had been 
pro-gay when rights were opposed (it was 
61-39% against Briggs) would also be pro- 
gay when rights were to be affirmed. An 
overwhelming NO was the answer, and Bay 
Area activists were stunned. Thirty-three 
percent of voters who would not specifically 
deny gay people jobs refused to transfer 
‘that feeling into guarantees of equal oppor- 
tunity for employment and housing. 

The assumption in San Francisco cam- 
paigns, still, is that gay power at the polls is 
significant. 

Telephone survey firms that only a few 
years ago placed sexual orientation at the 
end of a long list of questions (in fear that an 
interviewee would hang up) now ask about 
orientation early, along with other personal 
data. Larry Bye of BBW Research says tele- 
phone polls show gays and lesbians com- 
prise some 15 to 20% of all San Francisco 
voters, and exit polls (from election pre- 
cincts) put the gay vote as high as 25%. 

Still, candidates here continue to profess 
surprise that ‘‘what people do in bed” would 
be an issue. It wasn’t always so. When can- 
didates first appeared before the Society for 
Individuals Rights in 1965, they pledged to 
take forthright action when in office, but 
pleaded they could not be public in a cam- 


paign. To be endorsed by gays then was like 
being backed by Communists in 1950, or by 
the Ku Klux Klan in 1980. Things changed in 
1969, when Dianne Feinstein publicly an- 
nounced that the gay vote gave her the pres- 
idency of the Board of Supervisors. 


Playing the Game 


From 1969 to 1976 it was respectable to 
back gay rights—/f those women and men 


would likewise be “respectable.” 


Gays played the old-style politics of in- 
tegrating themselves into regular power pro- 
cesses by paying dues, making deals, and 
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helping established politicans retain office 
by aiding their adjustment to the burgeoning 
gay voting strength. 

The late Harvey Milk changed that 
dynamic in 1976. He and his supporters 
espoused a new political sytle—conceding 


‘that the old-style methods brought tolerance 


but came nowhere near winning acceptance. 
Milk believed acceptance was possible only 
if gays were on an equal—not sec- 
ondary—footing with those heterosexuals 
dominating the process. It meant a role in 
calling the shots. The challenge that he 
struck and the victory we won brought new 


tensions between gays and an establish- 
ment which would have preferred co-opting 
the new force. Milk’s supporters interpreted 
signals then emanating from Feinstein and 
others as resistance to the challenge—a 
large part of the continuing coolness that 
persists between the Mayor and the gay 
community. 

. If the establishment resistance is real 
and not merely perceived, it may be power's 
aversion to any new] threat to itself more 
than it is latent homophobia. 

But Harvey Milk broke the ice. The new, in- 
dependent force was a certainty. Just as 
John Kennedy’s victory in 1960 made Ca- 
tholicism aa non-issue for holding the pres- 
idency, Milk’s 1977 election to supervisor 
made homosexuality a non-issue for holding 
San Francisco office. It’s conceivable that 


two up-front gay Supervisors could be - 


elected this month. Almost certainly there 
will be a gay Community College Board 
member, and there’s an outside chance San 
Francisco will see its first gay School Board 
commissioner. And no one will think much 
about it—as long as the city avoids a direct 
plebiscite on gay rights. 


What Year Is It, Anyway? 


The nation is tasting the San Francisco 
experience. The Democratic party is about 
where the city was in 1965. Thus, President 
Carter communicates to gay people his 
good intentions but does not announce 
them at general press conferences—and 
does not act on anything important enough 
to trigger press coverage. San Francisco 
gays have difficulty responding to this 60’s 
approach, whereas elsewhere in the nation 
Carter’s stance is viewed as a great break- 
through. . 


The national Republican Party won’t ad- 
dress the issue, led now by forces that 
would: block even the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment. Yet the San Francisco Republican 
Party discovered this fall that its gay mem- 
bers are capable of some of the tactics 
employed by Milk and local gay Democrats. 
Republican gays aren’t putting party ahead 
of gay rights: Concerned Republicans for 
Individual Rights refused to endorse 
Ronald Reagan for president—an action 
which so upset some local GOP loyalists 
that they wanted to revoke CRIR’s charter. 
The loyalists retreated—apparently after 
reflecting on how badly such an action 
would undermine their hopes for a San 
Francisco Republican growth paralleling 
the national party’s rising strength. 


‘Wobblies’ Premiere 
Benefits Rights Groups 


Bay area film buffs have a chance to view 
a critically acclaimed film and to benefit 
some worthy causes this month, when The 
Wobblies opens for a limited one-week-only 
run at San Francisco's York Movie Palace, 
November 12. 

There'll be a Gala Benefit Opening that 
Wednesday night (7pm) with the film- 
makers and tocal Wobblies on hand, plus 
music, songs and much more. Tickets are 
$5 in advance and can be purchased direct- 
ly from the groups benefitting— including 
Union W.A.G.E. (282-6777), the ACLU 
(777-4545) and the National Lawyers Guild 
(285-5066). 

The Wobblies were the members of the 
Industrial Workers of the World—or I.W.W., 
a uniquely American phenomenon and 
pioneer in the U.S. labor movement. 
Unknown to a majority of modern-day 
Americans, the Wobblies are idealized and 
romanticized by familiars. 

Its leaders and martyrs were people like 
‘Big Bill” Haywood, Elizabeth Gurley Flynn 
and Joe Hill. And among its legacies are 
the well-known union songs in its The Little 
Red songbook (eg. ‘‘Rebel Girl’, “There'll 
Be Pie in the Sky By and By’). 

The Wobblies tells the story of the |.W.W. 
from its founding in 1905 through its virtual 
demise at the hands of the establishment 
during World War |. Government persecu- 
tion of the LW.W. receives prominent 
coverage in the film. (The deportation of 
1200 Wobbly miners at Bisbee, the murder 
of Wobblies during ‘‘the Everett incident,” 
and the Chicago mass trial of 101 Wob- 
blies, are among the events covered.) The 
overall mood of the film, however, is 
upbeat. 

Co-directors Stewart Bird and Deborah 
Shaffer explain, ‘One of our goals was to 
depict the spirit of the Wobblies, their 
sense of commitment, their energy. Some- 
thing happens when you hear people talk

and sing that can not be gotten from 
reading.” 

The film relies in part on oral histories by 
individuals now in their 80’s and 90's, and 
makes extensive use of union music. Not to 
forget anit-labor animated cartoons of the 
period (one of which arouses the American 
farmer against vicious 1|.W.W. “rats,” 
another depicting a hen strike led by “‘Little 
Red Henski” at Alice’s Egg Factory.) 

Also discussed is the role women played 
in the |.W.W. and the organization of black 
and white workers into the “One Big 
Union” whose general strike, it was hoped, 
would signal the Second American Revolu- 
tion. 

The Wobblies had its world premiere at 
this year’s New York Film Festival, garner- 
ing acclaim from critics and general au- 
diences alike. 

To support human rights organizations, 
nurture good documentary filmmaking, or 
become reacquainted with an important 
part of the American labor movement— 
these are all good reasons for attending 
opening night, November 12, or to see the 
film during its run through November 18 at 
the York (24th & York Sts, SF).

All considered, gay men and lesbians here 
share the national disenchantment with 
both major party nominees. 


Early in the campaign season, it ap- 
peared independent John Anderson would 
win a plurality of gay votes in San Fran- 
cisco. In the last month, however, both the 
Carter campaign and the Democratic State 
Committee have poured on the appeal to 
gay voters to cast their ballots for Carter. 
Now it seems as if gay demos—as many 
democrats in the rest of the country—will 
align with Carter in fear of Reagan. 


Locally, there are gay-straight issues that 
will remain untouched by the outcome of the 
presidential race—among them, the dis- 
placement of ethnic minority groups from 
housing that gays and urban singles 
generally can better afford, and violence to 
gaysgby young straights who resent gay 
finaricial advantages and open display of 
same-sex affection. 

Meanwhile, Gay activists are hard-pressed 
to explain how city government can assist 
with those problems. 

Even so, there is little disagreement over 
the contention that gay people must remain 
in office. If there is a national backlash, the 
presence of gay officials alone may protect 
what we’ve won, until the body politic 
changes course once again. 


Bruce Pettit has written political analyses 
for four California-based gay publications, 
including the B.A.R. and Sentinel.

Lesbians’ role 
Coming out politically 


by Phyllis Lyon 


The role of Lesbians in electoral politics in San Francisco has slowly 
been growing and expanding since the mid-60’s. Only a few of us were in- 
volved at the beginning—now there are many—and a cursory survey of 
the country shows Lesbians involved at all political levels. Why has it 
taken so long? 

Although women have had the vote since 1920, our role in politics until 
very recently was nominal. There were women active in politics, but they 
were few, and usually exceptional. Politics was, after all, a male realm, 
where the bosses met in smoke-filled rooms to chart the course of history. 

In the 1960s, San Francisco Gay women and men realized that political 
action was an imperative—that only through impacting on our 
democratic process could we convince legislators to vote the changes in 
laws so desperately needed to move homosexuals into the mainstream. 
At that time there were few Lesbians who were out; women’s economic 
status then, as now, hampered Lesbians, fearful of losing the jobs they 
had fought so hard to secure and to maintain. Also, in the 60s the 
women’s movement resurfaced, and Lesbians flocked to work for 
women’s causes with the knowledge that only through achieving equality 
as women could we achieve equality as Lesbians. 

As women worked together to achieve women’s goals, concepts of new 
ways of organizing came into being— people working together in struc- 
tures less rigid, less hierarchical, than those in existence. For many Les- 
bians, bureaucracy and our political structures represented all that is 
wrong with our society. Yet women began to understand that working in 
establishment politics does not preclude working for change in that pro- 
cess. : 

In the 70s a Lesbian feminist was elected to the City Council of Ann Ar- 
bor, Michigan. And Elaine Noble became the first open “Gay” to assume 
state office when she was elected to the Massachusetts legislature. Today 
open Lesbians serve on city and state commissions and on party county 
and state central committees. Many were delegates to the Democratic 
Party Convention and are paid workers in political campaigns. 

More than ever before Lesbians are coming out as political persons, 
working for, and making changes in, the full range of governmental in- 
stitutions. Social change will happen in direct ratio to the effort expended 
to make it happen. Lesbians are now in the front ranks of change-makers. 
We intend to stay there.
